Perhaps, as another sug­ 
gests, there was too much of the spelling 
turkey with a big “T,” aud spelling thanks 
with a little “t,” but to this each can plead 
as each deemcth best. 
In spite of a warm drizzling rain, with 
cloud! overhead and muddy slop under foot 
a number found their way to the churches 
where services were held at 
the usual 
morning hour. The .attendance was no­ 
where large, and it was evident that the 
weather, the duties and pleasures of home, 
or the spirit of don’t-care-ativeness, must 
have kept away many of those who are 
naturally classed among the godly. 
TUE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
At this house were held tho Union ser­ 
vices of the two Methodist, the Congrega­ 
tional, and Baptist societies. 
Rev. Mr. 
Chapell read Hie President’s proclamation* 
and made the invocation. Rev. Mr. Saw- 
m read appropriate Scripture and offered 
prayer. Excellent music was rendered by 
the Baptist quartette choir. 
Rev. Mr 
Favillo preached tho sermon from Mat­ 
thew IG-3, “ye can discern the taco of the 
sky—can ye not discern tho signs of tic 
imes?” The thoughts were substantially as 
follows: 
| 
Suppose an intelligent man, brought up 
under some other form of religion and 
government—a Brahmin for 
instance— 
should land in this country—what char- 
aetenstics would strike him most forcibly ? 
Ue would would first discover the vastness 
and variety of its territory. He would per­ 
ceive that one thousand emigrants land on 
its shores daily. *He would remark its 
wonderful internal improvements and the 
magnitude of its ^commerce. 
He would 
soon further perceive that in the great 
marts of trade much of their business is 
done on a gambling and speculative basis, 
and he would soon conclude that moral 
disorders were affecting the honesty of the 
people. He would soon learn that $5,000, 
OOO arc spout annually on churches, $8,- 
000,000 are spent in saloons, and fif teen 
limes as much expended for liquor as tor 
education, and that power is so concentra­ 
ted 
that 
four 
railroad 
presidents 
could unite and elect the chief executive of 
the country. Further he finds that while 
it 19 a land of Bibles—a religious country 
—its sacred book is received here and re­ 
jected there and thrown out of the puolic 


schools. He sees in circulation not only 
tee infidel productions of modern thought 
out a class of literature undermining a 
morality already sufficiently weak—liter­ 
ature like the Ledger and dime, novels— 
md he concludes that Christianity is a 
miserable religion, much uifferent from 
hat painted by the missionaries, and he 
would be confused by the varieiy of opin­ 
ions held on all religious questions. 
In answer to the fear which such percep- 
lions would arouse, the observer mast be 
(.old that if no satisfactory basis of religion 
can be found, there are great problems ol 
morality which the country is working out 
satisfactorily, and there is occasion for 
thanksgiving : 
1st. That the nation still lives and gives 
promise of living. In spite of Commun­ 
ism, labor-riots and the liquor interest, na­ 
tional life has a greater hold on American 
people than ever before. 


2d. That the Bible lives and gives prom- 
se of living. A few centuries ago, by 
reason of interdicts and ignorance but few 
copies were owned. Three hundred years 
ago a C3py cost $200. now it is free to all. 
3 i, That the church lives and give* 
promise of living, though it Ii divided,and 
stripped by its enemies of its divine char­ 
acteristics, it renews its youth. 
In the 
fjurlh century, Arianism gave indications 
jf prevailing generally, but H considered 
Christ only es man—an element ct weak- 
uess which produced destruction. Similar 
creeds in more mc Jena times have me1 
with similar disasters. The gradual decline 
of Liberal branches of Christianity was 
shown by figures. 
There is no call for 
.heir further existence. Evangelical Chris* 
lamty, while absorbing the good of the 
lberal creeds, ha* discarded tho stern Cal- 
vanism of the past. 
We are thankful for general peace, for 
the absence of pestilence, for the increase 
of education, and for that perfect liberty 
which is to cover the land ; and above all 
e se, we arc thankful that the country has 
not been inundated with irreligion, and 
mat a fictitious liberalism meets with gen­ 
eral rejection.

TUIN ITV EPISCOPAL CU URCH. 
An sppropr: Re service wes held at this 
church, and tho rector, Rev. T. VV. Mc 
Bean, gave an excellent discourse full of 
practical thought, and cf a tenor becoming 
the day. His general theme was “giving 
of that which costs something.” In intro­ 
ducing his thoughts he gave a little touch 
upon the smallness of tho number of 
worshippers as compared with thc°e who 
ought to have been there. Ile eaid that 
on entering the church be was reminded 
of the ten lepers who were healed by 
Christ, and only one out of the ten re­ 
turned to give thanks.

yet there was enough in it to make the 
balance in favor of life’s worth.

Fraternal

praiseworthy, and profit by the past when 
it has been both praise and blameworthy. 
Traditional need oui 
and blood-bought 
freedom. Industry and respect unto in­ 
dustry, 
Capital aud r~sp( et unto capital, 
with 
mutual harmony between both. 
Moral support, whether voluntary or 
involuntary, to tho powers 
that be, 
and respect unto authority because ordain­ 
ed of G el. 
Tin se mighty forces arc all 
factors in the great sum of our national 
strength, helps to its lite, defense3 of its 
prestige, and checks and balances wisely 
distributed. They constitute rn part the 
raiment and in part the subsistence of the 
nation, and yet each is subsidiary and sub­ 
ordinate to the ono yit ii essence, this living 
Nation, which wo pray God to biers and 
perpetuate as a bier sing to the world. 
The life ol our Nation then Is more than 
meat, for It *s the repository of civil and 
religious libel«y tor which under Qed it 
was founded. The life of our Nation is for 
the fake and the establishment of true 
righteousness, just an under God this is the 
end of life.

An adjourned meeting of the Common 
Council was held Wednesday evening, the 
Mayor in the chair, and all the members 
present, except Aid. Barnes and Croft. 
The minutes were read and approved, 
and the usual baton of accounts presented 
and referred. 
Ald. Davies, of the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, reported concerning the petition of the 
Fifth ward tax-payers in regard to sundry 
supposed grievances concerning the work 
done there on tbs streets. The complaints 
were to the effect that f work had been 
done on Linn street, which ought to have 
been paid by the Fourth ward; that gravel 
had been hauled from the Second ward 
when it could have been had Lear by, and 
that men and teams had not worked ten 
hours a day. The report found that there 
was no cause for the last named complaint, 
and in regard to tho others stated simply 
ihat work had been done on Linn street, 
and gravel had been hauled from the 
Second ward, without stating whether it 
! was right or wrong. Ald. Robinson joined 
in this report, and Ald. Church refused to 
sign It. 
A motion to receive it and place it on 
file was carried, Ald Joyce voting no. 
Ald Church then presented a minority 
report, which differed only jfrom the other 
In showing that Ald Robinson and Burns 
had a mutual arrangement concerning 
Linn street, by which they were to divide 
the work, and in regard to the gravel 
there was none to be had except in the 
Sccoud ward. 
The First ward was getting 
its gravel from the Second too. 
Here Ald Davies interrupted by a ques­ 
tion as to whether the report was on the 
Fifth ward or tho First ? He didn't believe 
in dragging in the First ward matters. 
Ald Church finished reading the report, 
and some explanations were made by Ald 
Robinson correcting some of the details of 
the alleged agreement between Ald Burns 
and himself. 
Ald Burrs in turn corrected him, but 
sweetened it with some highly compli­ 
mentary allusions to Ald Robinson, who 
In turn put in another tVk, and returned 
the compliment.

There w n plenty of it on Jefferson street. 
The way of doing work didn’t look just 
right to him. 
Ald. Burn* explained that while it might 
have been technically a violation of the 
charter to have gravelled on Linn street, 
yet It was policy to do to. Ald. Fitzgibbon 
who was so well poatc d on the charter,lest 
year gravelled Marion street, and other 
streets, which were not graded, and that 
work was just as much a violation of the 
charter, and it wes done in all the wards, 
and last year, in the Fi.th ward, drainage 
had even been made on private laid at the 
public expense. As to the petition he 
knew that his colleague had tried to get 
names to it, and he knew that some had 
signed it under nrsrepresentations;
